If entertainment is a by-product of these 
aggressive tendencies then fine. Indeed, in a 
one-player situation where the shame of 
failure remains a safe secret between boy 
and bedroom, enjoyment may prevail. But 
the most important factor of all in 


two-player gaming is winning. Winning, no 
less, at all costs. And if you don't win, 
important point number two is, HAVE A 
GOOD EXCUSE! 

Here then are the favourite comments 
and excuses of the Amiga Action crew 
and their trusty IDG colleagues, neatly 
ordered into groups for your delectation. 
They are the excuses we use for the 
games we play most during office hours. 
Er, and by that we mean lunchtime. The 
phrases here are particular to just one or 
two of our favourite games, but they lend 
themselves to a surprisingly wide variety 
of situations. Try them! And always hold 
your head high! 


BLAME THE JOYSTICK 

The age old joystick excuse is one which 
even the most honest of gamers can feel 
instantly at home with. A good time to 
use this is when you find yourself unable 
to score a goal at Sensible Soccer.

I n the ten months since I reviewed 21st 
Century's last silverball effort, Pinball 
Illusions, I haven't played it once. Not that 
it's pump, you understand; it's just that the 
version we had on our hard drive corrupted, 
and it was too much trouble to ring and ask 
for another. 

Surprising really, even for a master of 
slipshoddery such as myself, because I like 
pinball, and I especially liked Pinball 
Illusions. Not proper pinball, I don't like that. 
Just computer pinball. At work. Too many 
sweaty losers on the real pinball tables for my 
liking. Oh, now look - I've gone and made 
the beginning of my review sound like the 
beginning of my review of Pinball Illusions. I 
know, I'll consign issue 65 back to its folder 
and stop looking at it tor phrases I can pinch. 

Now then, there was a point in there 
somewhere, and if you don't mind bearing 
with me, I'd like to go back and find it. 


Ah yes, not playing Pinball Illusions 
much despite liking it. Right. Well, because 
of this hard drive/laziness problem, I was 
stuck without a pinball game to my name, 
and spent many a dinner time wistfully 
looking back upon those few days late in 
1994 when flippers flapped and curses 
echoed asunder as the ball disappeared 
down the gutter once more. "The only way 
I II get to play a pinball game on the Amiga 
again..." I thought to myself on more than 
one occasion, "...is if the people at 21 st 
Century do yet another one. But of course 
they won't..." 


The Tarantula table is based upon the 
hairy-legged spider that inhabits tropical 
parts of the world and reptile houses in 
UK zoos. You know, the ones that have 
those glass cases with a sign telling you 
what's in them, but all you can see is a 
twig and an old sweet wrapper 


Imagine my delight then when it was 
announced that 21st Century would be 
producing another pinball game for the 
Amiga. Imagine my anticipation as, weeks 
later, I loaded the game into the trusty but 
dusty A1200 and waited. Imagine my relief 
on seeing the option of four tables and not 
just three as in Pinball Illusions. Imagine, if 
you will, my despair - my anguish - on 
realising that it was utter bob. 

Well, not bob. Not the game itself. Not 
exactly. How can I put this? Pinball Illusions 
(21st Century pinball game number three) 
was better than Pinball Fantasies (21st C PG 
#2), and Pinball Fantasies was in turn much 
better than Pinball Dreams (pinners game 
#1). It stands to reason then that in the great 
big cycle of pinball evolution, Pinball 
Mania, this fourth and latest manifestation, 
should be better than Pinball Illusions. But it 
isn't. In fact, not only is it not better than 
game number three, it is nowhere near as 
good as the first 21 st Century pinball effort, 
Pinball Dreams. And that is what's bob. 

So what, as they say, is the crack? Well 
I'll mention this once and then leave it 
alone, but it has to be pointed out that 
Digital Illusions, Swedish developer of the 
first three 21st Century pinball games, is now 
out of the picture, and that Spidersoft, PC 
converter of the previous efforts, has been 
fully responsible for Pinball Mania. 

We have four tables, and by way of 
introduction we'll call them Tarantula, 
Jailbreak, Kick-off and jackpot. The 
principles are much as you'd expect: Fire 
the ball into specific positions to gain as 
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many points as possible, picking up 
random scores as you go by way by 
pinging off obstacles. And this is where the 
problems start. A triumph of previous 
efforts was the table design. Sure, 
everyone decides upon a personal 
favourite after a few minutes' play, but 


each table without exception has always 
offered something in the way of... well, 
maybe not even excitement, but interest at 
least. And that's Tarantula and Kick-off out 
for starters, tables which are almost 
featureless in the bottom two thirds, and 
only marginally better at the top, which is 


a difficult place to sustain the ball, and 
consequently, pap. 

Jailbreak and Jackpot fare better, with a 
couple of lowish chutes in the former and a 
neat gambling option in the latter, and the 
graphics in all tables are far from terrible. In 
fact, they're pretty near the standards set by

the other three (but ultimately closer to 
Dreams). But here's problem number two. 
The ball - its appearance, movement and 
adherence to the laws of gravity so 
excellently and progressively mastered by 
Digital Illusions - has taken a massive leap 
backwards in all three disciplines. It looks 


like a silver circle, slides rather than rolls, 
and has an alarming tendency to randomly 
(and occasionally, admittedly) shoot to 
where you certainly didn't flip it. In fact at 
times it seems to dither for a split second in 
the middle of the screen, as if pulled by two 
opposing and invisible forces. And of course 


there is no longer a multi-ball option: No big 
deal alone, but a point of note considering 
the game must surely be touted as an 
alternative to Illusions. 

There are a lot of quibbles in this review, 
and in light of Mania's predecessors, they are 
all justly deserved.

Dreams 

Generally regarded as the first 
"proper" decent pinball game on 
the Amiga, and heralding the 
arrival of Digital Illusions as a, er, 
force in pinball simulations, its 
tables were excellently drawn and 
animated, and the ball moved in a 
realistic fashion never before seen. 


FANTASIES 

Bigger tables, brighter colours, 
better music and a more realistic 
ball made Fantasies the cash-in hit 
21st Century dreamed of. Worthy 
of purchase even if you were an 
owner of Dreams, this was a 
pinball treat the likes of which 
no-one had ever previously 
dreamed. Or something. 


ILLUSIONS 

A longer-in-coming sequel than 
Fantasies, Illusions had to be 
special in order to be categorised 
as anything but more of the same. 
And indeed it was! Special, that is, 
not more of the same. Hyper 
realistic ball movement, and for 
the first (and last?) time, a multi¬ 
ball option . It had taken a hell of 
a long time to figure out, but it 
worked a treat, and pinball fans 
everywhere emptied their wallets 
once more. And rightly so. 
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OBSESSION 

Yes, it's a decent pinball game which 
actually ISN'T published by 21 st Century. 
Coming after all of the above three, it offers 
much the same as Dreams or Fantasies in 
terms of graphics and gameplay, though ball 
representation is poorer and it doesn't come 
close to Illusions.

T he year is 2302 and the Earth is 
once again in the middle of an 
economic boom. The planet is 
defended from all threats by 
bridgeheads, and at the outer 
regions of the universe there's a 
station which goes under the oh-so 
catchy name of B104-GS12, otherwise 
known as Citadel. 

Prisoners from Earth were forced into 
slave labour to complete modifications to the 
base, but soon found themselves being used 
as guinea pigs for secret military experiments. 

Three years later, all communications 
between Earth and Citadel cease, and a team 
of 950 men is sent to discover what has 
happened. As the final approach to the planet 
is being executed, a single shot from the 
ground kills the pilot and the ship careers to

It sounds great, but put all of this aside and 
you're left with what can only be described 
as yet another Doom clone. 

Citadel has been developed by Arrakis 
Software in Poland, but Black Legend will be 
responsible for the release of Citadel in this 
country. With the recent influx of 3D first- 
perspective shoot'em-ups, it should come as 
no surprise to find that the options in Citadel 
vary little from what has gone before. 

Gloom, Breed 3D and Fears ail have

numerous options to make the game run 
smoother on different Amigas, but with 
Citadel you can choose to leave the floor 
plain and have the playing window as big or 
little as you wish. All of these options make 
the game more playable if you mess about for 
a bit and see which combination works best. 

Graphically, although it's not even fit to 
lick the boots of Breed 3D and Fears, Citadel 
does have its own look, and tends to steer 
clear of the straight Doom clones. Things are 
bright and clear, unlike in Fears, Gloom and 
Breed 3D, where the dark overtones add to 
the atmosphere, and this is just one reason 
why it's not in the same league as the 
aforementioned games. 

The scrolling also warrants a mention, 
purely because it's slow and a little jerky. 


Your progress will be hindered by all 
manner of locked doors, aliens and

This is nothing an accelerator wouldn't take 
care of, but for those without, it can be a 
little frustrating when there's an enemy 
behind and it takes ages to turn, thus causing 
you to lose a fair amount of precious energy. 

Whereas in Breed 3D et al your character 
could walk into walls without even so much 
as feeling a little stupid, in Citadel a tap on a 
wall will result in a tiny energy loss. 
It's difficult enough to advance 
without having large slabs of energy 
deducted for little or no reason! 

In fact. Citadel as a whole is 
extremely tough on the player. At the 
beginning of a game your character is 
completely useless clue to the fact that 
he isn't carrying a single gun. 

You have to find a weapon and 
then some ammo before you can 
even begin to think of killing the 
ceiling-hugging mutants or the tough 
bare chested thugs. The further into 
the game you progress, the more 


weapons you will find. You can select which 
particular instrument of destruction you 
prefer by a simple tap of the keyboard, and 
you don't have to pause the game to do it 
either. If you're in the middle of a heated 
battle and your shotgun isn't proving too 
effective against an enemy's advances, a 
change to the chainsaw could make all the 
difference. If nothing else it'll increase the 
gore content no end. 

Luckily there is some respite from the 
onslaught of enemies in the shape of first aid 
cases, which can be picked up to regain 
some vital energy. At some stages you can 
also pick up bottles of beer which will send 
your player into drunken heaven for a little 
time. However, this isn't advisable, as your 
subsequent lack of control makes you even 
more vulnerable to the enemy. The only 
good thing to come out of this is that you 
don't actually suffer the dreaded hangover. 

A lot of time and effort has been spent in 
getting things up to scratch, and although 
Citadel is by no means a classic, it's 
certainly not the worst in its field either.

H ollywood Hustler has taken 
the computer poker game 
where it has never been 
before. A seedy Hollywood club. And 
what's more, rather than have a 
cheap attempt at a strip poker 
effort. Desert Star Software has 
opted for a game with its own style 
and a storyline to get you into the 
swing of things. 

You go under the unfortunate name of 
Punter throughout the entire proceedings, 
and you are basically down on your luck. 

No car, no girlfriend, no job, and well, to be 
honest, you're a bit of an all-round loser. The 
only way you can boost your self esteem and 
financial stability is by defeating some of 
Hollywood's toughest gamblers in a four-way 
poker match. 

Obviously you will need to have some 
prior knowledge of the rules of poker and 
which hands win, but it's nothing that a few 
rounds of top gambling fun won't sort out. 
Soon you'll be playing like a pro, even down 
to bluffing your way to a win. 

The other three players all have their own 
personalities, and are either aggressive or 
weak, depending on what's gone on 
previously. You will have to suss out their 
next move to gain wins, and more 


importantly, hard cash. This will definitely 
take some time, so be prepared for some 
disappointments early on. 

With the whole thing being set in 
Hollywood, it will come as no surprise to 
learn that the intro sequence is set in a film 
style, with the credits rolling to the whirring 
sound of an old movie camera. 

Before getting underway, you will have to 
choose exactly which type of game you wish 
to play, and which of the three skill levels 
suits you best. A night's poker can range- 
anywhere from 15 hands to unlimited play, 
depending on how lucky you feel. 

The in-game speech is pretty good, 
although the farting sound is a little childish. 
There's also no real need for the swearing, 
but we all quite like it here because we 
aren't big or clever. 

There are a number of possible endings 
you can encounter, depending on your 
performance in the game. At worst you'll 
remain a down and out on the streets of 
Los Angeles, but if things go well, you'll 
become one of the richest punters in 
Hollywood. 

Hollywood Hustler is acceptable as a 
one-player game, but for anyone with a 
pack of cards and a few friends, its appeal 
and longevity is far from assured.

T he Pinball genre has been explored many 
times over the past few years, with 
varying success. There hasn't however been a 
truly terrible release, and up until now there 
hasn't been an attempt to make the tables 
cute and simple.

Ah, those were the days. People greeted you with a friendly 

smile, and everything was made out of wood. Even the trains

The controls are naturally simple, and 
anyone can adapt to them in a matter of 
seconds. All you need whilst playing are 
keys for the flippers, ball release and a tilt 
key. This keeps Thomas Pinball in the same 
boat as the previous outings we've seen from 
21st Century and Spidersoft. 

Since this is aimed at a younger age 
group, there are only two flippers, which 
contrasts from the complicated four flipper 
tables we've seen in Pinball Mania in this 
very issue. There are no side gutters either, 
so the ball can only be lost if it goes 
between your flippers. 

The sound effects and in-game music all 
come from the TV series itself. There are 


three skill levels 
to choose from, 
if you feel the 
challenge isn't 
up to your

scoring 

doesn't go into

O ver the years, racing games 
on the Amiga have been 
plentiful, and 1995 brought us 
probably the finest example of the 
genre ever, in the shape of Super 
Skidmarks. However, that was 
several months ago, and now we're 
faced with a totally different racing 
experience - 3D karting. 


VK is a driving experience that can be 
viewed in either a 3D or a 2D mode. It all 
depends on which perspective you prefer. 
And the options don't end there. They aren't 
exactly plentiful, but there are enough to 
keep the player interested in the game - for a 
short while at least. 

You can choose any class of kart, ranging 
from the lowly lOOcc effort to the mighty

rubber-burning 125cc monster. This will 
increase or decrease your performance 
capabilities, depending on exactly how 
skilful a driver you are. 

There are only three circuits to race upon, 
which is more than a little stingy considering 
the number of circuits contained within 
some of the poorer racing games we've seen. 
Even Wheelspin had more than its fair share 
of differing tracks! 

Virtual Karting's circuits are graded in 
terms of how difficult they are. In other 
words, there are three skill levels. Beginners 
will want to stay away from the latter two 
tracks until they have sussed the first one. 

If you fancy your chances of reaching the 
front row of the grid, you'll get to know the 
circuits fairly well while qualifying for your 
chosen race. If you choose to ignore the 
delights of qualification, the race will begin 
with you staring at the back of every kart in 
the contest. That's right, you're the Deletraz 
of the kart world. 

Passing the other karts is a tricky task, 
mainly due to the fact that they are being 
piloted by 'intelligent' drivers. Oh, and the 
circuits are far too narrow too. If just one of 
your tyres strays off the tarmac for a split- 
second, you'll find yourself slowing down to 
such an extent that by the time you've 
managed to get back on the road again, the 
other karts will have long since left you for 
dead. And there's no catching them up once 
they're gone! 

If you persist at playing 
Virtual Karting for quite 









some time, and feel that the other drivers are 
no longer up to your standard, you can try 
your hand at the manual gears. This adds a 
whole new perspective to the challenge. 

As you'd expect, all this gear-shifting 
malarkey takes a little time to suss, but it 
does wildly increase the longevity of the 
game. And that can only be a good thing. 

There are four views you can access while 
in 3D mode, and only a full/half screen 
mode while in the 2D view. These won't 
affect the handling of your kart, but you'll get

a fresh view of the circuit, ranging from a 
low down perspective to a bird's eye view. 

Virtual Karting is best viewed in 3D, with 
only the front of the kart visible and your feet 
hammering away at the pedals as you 
frantically accelerate and decelerate. 
However, the graphics are incredibly pixelly 
in this mode. Much more so than in anything 
we've seen in ages, including the rather 
splendid yet pixel-infested Gloom. 

At the end of the day, if you want a 3D 
driving game, stick to Formula 1 Grand Prix.

Even through the great Commodore "depression" of 
recent times, racing games are the one area in which the 
Amiga has retained respectability. Titles such as Roadkill, 
Turbo Trax and Super Skidmarks have all appeared and 
impressed the waiting masses in the last year or so. 
UbiSoft is confident that its effort will be every bit the 
equal of these games, relying as it does not only on the 
racing aspect alone, but on some comedy moments and a 
few original out-takes and sub-games. 


If everything goes according to plan. Street Racer will 
be a veritable festival of all things option-like. Of 
course there is the "standard" race of sorts - loads of 
tracks on which to spoon around for a set number of 
laps in the hope of attaining glory in the form of a 
championship - and there are the other slightly off-the 
wall modes of racing. In fact there's one which isn't 
even vaguely related to racing!

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Another significant "option" set to be in the game is the Rumble 
mode. Here the chequered flag takes a back seat to all-out 
destruction, as you spanner around a specially designed track with a 
number of other cars, intent on tubbing them out of the arena, 
harsh-style, either with or without the added bonus of forcefields. 
Yet to be decided is whether the console Playback mode - whereby 
you can replay the whole of the last race - will be included. 


Of course the thing which is most important 
in games of this type is the racing itself, and 
Street Racer approaches the matter in a truly 
cartoon-like fashion, not entirely unlike that 
other Amiga cartoon racer, Grandslam's Bump 
'n' Burn. As you might expect, there is a 
healthy selection of characters to choose 
from.

Arcade games with big reputations generally make for 
some great conversions to the home formats. NBA Jam, 
Virtua Fighter and Ridge Racer are just a few examples 
of what can be achieved if things are done properly, but 
these games never seem to make their way to the 
Amiga. However, Primal Rage is about to change all 
that. ANDY SHARP travels back to prehistoric times to 
check out how his family and friends are getting along. 


Primal Rage 



As with the majority of beat'em-ups, there's a 
feeble storyline that runs alongside the 
action. During prehistoric times when 
dinosaurs ruled the Earth, they were gods 
that represented life, death, good, evil, 
insanity, decay, hunger and survival. A 
magician named Balsafas saw the threat they 
posed to the world and entombed one of the 
beasts. The others, fearing for their safety, 
swiftly went into hiding. Millions of years 
later, the captured dino escaped, and once 
again these creatures ruled the Earth. Now 
there's a prehistoric battle for supremacy, 
and this is where Primal Rage begins.

Each of the strangely named characters varies in terms of strength and moves. Some spit acid, some are armour 
plated thugs, and each has hidden special moves. In many respects it's your usual beat'em-up, but at least the 
characters are varied and not in any way human. The only homo sapiens in PR occasionally end up as a fresh snack to 
replenish the dinos' energy. To keep your opposing beast's energy down, you have to pummel them into oblivion 
using as many combinations as possible. One hit simply won't do the trick, no matter how impressive it looks. 
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Graphically, PR still has the look of the arcade 
version, although it's understandably a little 
less complex both in terms of the background 
and the fighters themselves. The movements 
made by the dinos are also a little more rigid, 
but that's only to be expected. Anyone 
remember Super Street Fighter II? That was by 
no means as impressive as the arcade or SNES 
versions if truth be told, but it did play like a 
dream and was quite correctly rated as a top 
quality beat'em-up. 


The moves for each character naturally take 
some time to learn, so if you're after longevity, 
it looks like this could be the game for you. As 
with other scrapping games there are special 
moves which will take a combination of 
directions and timing to execute, but which do 
plenty of damage. You'll soon learn exactly 
which character works best for you and then 
try out his special moves. 


Since the characters aren't robots or humans, 
the scope for some original and devastating 
special moves has been utilised to the full. 
Tails can be whipped to crack the opponents, 
body armour can morph into 
spikes, and there are a 
whole host of other moves, 
/ along with the standard 
punches and kicks. With a 
i^L-' release being scheduled for 
November, Primal Rage could 
well be the one to beat this 
Jtj? Christmas. Right now you'd be 
unwise to bet against it.

Your first task is to find the Typhus 
Mernith observatory on the map, so you 
must visit the character opposite at the 
start.

Before reaching the observatory you 
must buy some lime blossom tea from a 
shopkeeper. The nearest one to you is at 
the start of the game. Otherwise there's 
another one a little way from the 
southern ramparts of the Rich Town. 

There will be some bandits in the first 
street, so its best to enroll the help of 
some locals from the inn before 
venturing there. Now you can do battle 
and kill the bandits. 

Pick up the purse which will contain 
money. Killing bandits is a good way to 
build up your finances. Be careful 
though, as they become tougher as the 
game progresses. 

Head into the Rich Town, which can 
only be accessed from the western 
ramparts between two porches. Buy a 
necklace from the big guard at the 
entrance for 4000PO. This must be done 
or you won't be able to get by. Put the 
necklace on. 

Don't attack guards or they'll be 
aggressive for the rest of the game. You 
should now go to visit Typhus. Give him 
the lime blossom tea by selecting the 
object and clicking on Typhus' face. Pick 
up a playing card. Locate the house of 
Mather Fudius using the map. 

A Useful Servant 
Visit Mather 

Pick up and read the parchment on the 
front of his house. Head to the inn 
mentioned in the parchment (round the 
block of houses to the north). Listen to 


the servant Erkh Moltus while he is 
speaking. Pay for a meal. Listen in once 
again and answer YES to Moltus' 
question. He'll now lead you to Mather's 
house. Once there, don't agree to leave. 
Give him the playing card when he tells 
you to "Get out!". Wait around and the 
Time Gate will appear. 

Make sure your team is well balanced 
in terms of weapons, and it should 
preferably contain a scholar and a 
magician. This will make your task 
simpler once you enter the Time Gate. 

Animal Friends 
At Mather’s Place 

Step into the Time Gate by clicking on it. 
In the forest look for the way to the East 
guarded by a bear. A fight with wasps 
will occur. Then kill the bear (missiles are 
highly recommended here). 

Go through the passage. Travel south 
until you can go no further, and then go 
east. You should eventually come across 
a raccoon on a rock, and you should 
take its parchment. 

In the forest, pick up some 
mushrooms to sell later on in the town's 
shops. Go back to Mather's pad and 
hand him the parchment. Now pick up 
the key. 

Head to the new house shown to the 
south on the map. Pick up a pendant 
and the magic flask. Put the pendant on. 

Now head to the inn called "The 
Kelonia Tasters" on the southern 
ramparts of the Rich Town. Listen. Pick 
up the Kelonia powder. 

In the neighbouring chemists, buy the 
following potions: two bottles of dried 
mistletoe, two bottles of oil of 
salamander, and one bottle of rat's 
brain. Pour all of these along with the 
kelonia powder into the magic flask to 
make one wicked concoction. 

Now head back to the raccoon in the 
forest by taking the Time Gate in 
Mather's house. Make the raccoon drink 
the contents of the flask. 


Waiting in the Wings 
The Theatre 

Head to the extreme south of the Rich 
Town and find the theatre. Enter the 
building after 7pm. Listen to Gulnar 
Dahilim. Give him the talisman. Wait for 
the Time Gate to appear at 2 o'clock. Go 
through the door. 


East End Lads 
In The Jungle 

Follow the southwest passage, keeping 
south. In the clearing you'll find a crystal 
which you should pick up. Leave the 
clearing by the road to the northeast. 
Continue southwards to the next fork, 
and at each crossing choose the road to 
the east. At the end of this you'll see a 
tribe - the "East End Lads". Fight and 
kill their leader. 

You may come across several leopards 
in the jungle. Kill them and 
take 
their 

skins. These 
can be sold to 
the shopkeepers 
in the town. Now 
head back to town. 

Time Paradoxes 
The Library 

Since you killed the East End Lads' 
leader in the past, the present will have 
changed accordingly. 

The architects of the town are now 
descendents of a new leader, so the 
town will look completely different. 
There's a new district to the northwest, 
and a garden to the south of the Rich 
Town, with new treasures which belong 
to the bandits. 
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The following description relates to 
an optional episode,which you can 
explore fully, or leave well alone, 
depending how well you think you're 
doing: Leave the theatre. Listen to 
Alstar. Go to the library (northeast of 
Rich Town) where there are coded 
explanations on how Time Gates work. 

Return to the jungle again by the 
gate in the theatre. This leaves you with 
access to the future jungle. Head to the 
south clearing and pick up the magic 
sword. This can only be used by a well 
aligned person. 

Head up the road which sets off to 
the northwest, then take the following 
directions in the order of the forks: 
north, east, (east), north, (north), west. 

Then head south and you should find 
yourself at a dead end. Pick up a meteor 
fragment and return to town (head 
northwest to reach it). 


Climb Every Mountain 
In The Garden 

Go to the garden in Rich Town from the 
theatre, turn north, take the passage 
east, and then head south again. Pick up 
some treasure and the meteor you will 
find along the northern wall. Put the 
fragment from the jungle on it. A Time 
Gate will appear to give you access to 
the mountains. 

To stroll around you will need fur 
coats. You will find these in several 
shops at affordable prices to the west of 
the Rich Town. Buy one for every 
member of your team, put them on and 
enter the Time Gate. 

Once in the mountains, travel south as 
far as the precipice. Kill the bear. Head 
west and then north. Kill the giant. 

After a slalom among the mountains, 
follow the road to the east, then turn 
north, then west. 


At the passage, kill the wolves. They 
will leap at you and continue attacking 
from behind, so take care. Keep turning 
and you will be able to kill them all. 

Follow the road to the north, then 
twice to the west. At the end, go south 
and fork off to the west. 

Continue along the road and find the 
Time Machine. Place the crystal on it and 
then head back to the Time Gate. 

Right, that's your lot for now. If you 
want to complete the rest of the game 
you'll have to get cracking on with it 
yourself. Alternatively, you could wait 
for a period of approximately four 
weeks, then make your way along the 
high street towards your nearest 
newsagents. You'll no doubt be pleased 
to discover that the next issue of AA 
features the second part of this guide, 
and you'll praise us to the high heavens 
in your letters to Talkback.
